PROMOTER  OF  USDA’S  CID  SERVICE  GIVEN  MERITORIUS  HONOR  AWARD  BY  SUPERVISORS 

Deborah  Guido-O’Grady,  public  affairs  office  employee  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  State,  recently  received 
a Meritorius  Honor  Award  from  her  supervisors  for  bringing  online  distribution  of  public  information  to  the  State 
Department. 

O’Grady’s  citation  honored  her  for  “introducing  modern  publication  marketing  techniques  and  state-of-the- 
art  computer  information  delivery”  to  State’s  public  affairs  function,  “thereby  saving  the  department  more  than 
$400,000  per  year  in  mailing  and  publications  costs.” 

The  citation  also  said,  “ ...  in  less  than  one  year,  the  Computer(ized)  Information  Delivery  Services  ...  has 
been  transformed  (at  State)  from  a little-understood  futuristic  proposal  to  a key  part  of  our  public  outreach.” 

O’Grady’s  nomination  said  developing  the  CID  Service  required  educating  key  officials— beginning  with  her 
immediate  supervisors— as  to  how  a computer  delivery  system  could  serve  State’s  information  needs  while 
saving  money.  The  award  carried  a cash  bonus  with  it. 
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The  CID  Service  O’Grady  uses  is  the  one  USDA  developed  and  has  operated  with  increasing  success  and 
decreasing  cost  since  July  1985.  The  Commodity  Futures  Trading  Commission  also  operates  its  own  online 
service  on  USDA’s  CID  Service.
